FRENCH RETALIATIONS,

ment tabled two important bills in the 
Chamber to-day (says Reuter’s Paris 
correspondent) authorising : 

1—Customs surtaxes as a reprisal for 
measures by foreign Governments injurious 
to French trade; 

2—New tariffs for goods hitherto sub- 
ject to a quota, but in respect of which 
the quota system is removed «- modified.

HEN the United States delegation to 
the World Economic Conference in 
London arrived at Queenstown, they 
were met and welcomed aboard their 
ship by Mr. Frank Aiken, Free State 
Minister for Defence, and Mr. J. V.

Mr. Sterling said that the matter was 
outside his jurisdiction, and any action 
that might be called for would be taken 
by the American Embassy in London.

(Mr. Robert Dorman). The Senators are 
elected by the members of the House of 
Commons by a postal ballet under the 
proportional representation system. The 
strength of the Nationaiist party im the 
Senate will enable them to return three 
new members, bringing their total strength 
in the Senate to six, as they are already 
represented by Messrs. 3, J. Campbell, 
K.C.; T. S. McAllister and J. McHugh, 
who, in pursuance of the present 
Nationalist policy of abstention, have not 
occupied their seats for the past year. 
The increased representation which the 
Nationalists will be able te secure wiil 
mean the loss of two seats to the Unionist 
Party, unless the unexpected happens, as 
it did four years ago, wher she Nationalist 
nomination papers were not received at 
the stipulated time. thus giving the 
Unionists two seats more than their votin 
strength warranted. The Unionists wil 
have difficulty in selecting the nine from 
the eleven retiring candidates, who are to 
be officially supported. There is also the 
possibility “that the three Independent 
Unionists may nominate a candidate for 
the Senate. 


LINEN TRADE PROSPECTS. 


The partial restoration of trade in the 
United States is having a beneficial effect 
upon the linen industry. Reports received 
from America indicate that the Roosevelt 
antideflationary measures have created a 
demand for linen goods in common with 
other commodities, and that linen im- 
porters are getting rid of their shipments 
very rapidly. Linen buyers in America, 
which is the largesé market for Ulster 
linen, are of the opinion that the time has 
arrived when dollars which might depre- 
ciate should be turned into linen goods 
which may advance in price. Northern 
linen traders are hopeful that there may 
be a reduction of the present high tariffs 
in America, and the recent speech of the 
American Ambassador in London lends 
colour to this view. There is also a 
growing demand for linen in the 
Dominions following the Ottawa agree- 
ment, and unemployment in the linen in- 
dustry in the North is not quite so severe 
as it was some months ago, 


HOUSING EXPERIMENT. 


The decision of Mr. W. J. Stewart, M.P., 
head of the firm of Stewart and Partners, 
which built the Northern Parliament 
House and the new Law Courts in 
Belfast, to proceed with the formation of 
a public utility company for the erection 
of workers’ houses in Belfast, is an ex- 
periment which will be watched with sym- 
pathetic interest. Mr. Stewart recently 
propounded a scheme for clearing slum 
areas in Belfast and replacing them with 
houses to be let at a figure that workers 
could afford. He applied to the Govern- 
ment for a guarantee for a loan under the 
Loans Guarantee Act, but the committee 
which advises in regard to guarantees 
could not approve of the scheme, and the 
Government decided ‘not to grant the 
assistance. 

The Government, however, is not un- 
sympathetic to the scheme, and on the 
suggestion of the Minister of Finance Mr. 
Stewart has decided to give his scheme 
for erecting workers’ houses a trial, and 
1s himself finding the capital of the new 
company, amounting to £10,000. This 
form of housing utility company is not 
unknown in Dublin, and should Mr. 
Stewart’s experiment prove successful, 
there is every reason to believe that it will 


expand in Belfast, and even receive 
Government help. 
WORK FOR SHIPYARDS. 


The cutlook in the Belfast shipyards is 
much brighter than it has been for many 
months. The two shipyards between

| them have sufficient work on hand now to 
give steady employment íor nearly twelve 
months to about 10,000 men, or about one- 
third of the number employed during the 
boom: ‘period at the close of the War. 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., have 
booked orders for two 12,000-ton motor 
ships and a £500,000 contract for the re- 
conditioning of two Royal Mail liners, 

Messrs. Workman and Clark, Ltd., have 
two vessels under construction of 7,000 
tons gross. These are absorbing already 
1,000 men who have been idle for 
months, and this number will be in- 
creased as the work proceeds, In addition 
to these contracts, which will not be com- 
pleted’ until early next year, there are 
seven vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 
50,000 to be overhauled, including six 
belonging to the Ellerman lines. Alto- 
gether it is calculated that the work on 
hand atthe shipyards and in prospect 
during the next few months will amount 
to about £1,000,000, a large proportion of 
which will be expended in wages. 


HEALTH EDUCATION. 


The Belfast Health Week is an innova- 
tion which, it is hoped, will be repeated 
every year. During the week the many 
thousands of people who visited the Ulster 
Hall learnt many useful lessons upon the 
preservation of health, while hundreds of 
people attended the series of lectures. 
The Public Health Committee of the Cor- 
poration, which organised the exhibition, 
under the direction of the Medical Officer 
of Health, Dr. C. S. Thomson, has 
adopted as its motto, ' Prevention rather 
than Cure,’’ and the Belfast citizens are 
being urged to recognise their individual 
responsibility in endeavouring to prevent 
sickness and disease. The establishment 
of the School Medical Service in Belfast, 
under the Education Act, has proved 
already of immense service in detecting 
among the children tendencies to disease 
and eye, ear and throat afflictions, and 
enabling these to be checked at an early 
stage. Last year 22,000 medical inspec- 
tions were carried out im. the ublic 
elementary schools in Belfast and 13,000 
dental inspections. 


BIRTHDAY HONOURS. 


The knighthood conferred upon Senator 
Dudley McCorkell, Mayor of Derry, in the 
Birthday Honours has caused as much 
pleasure in Belfast as it has in Derry. 
Senator McCorkell is a frequent visitor to 
Belfast and is closely identified with the 
work of the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association. He has rendered conspicuous 
public service to the northern province, 
and was one of the Northern delegates 
who visited Ottawa in an advisory capacity 
to the British delegation. Honours have 
not been distributed to public men in 
Northern Ireland in recent years to any 
great extent, and this recognition of 
voluntary public service is all the more 
appreciated. 


TWO CONFERENCES. 


Two conferences, different in character, 
have occupied a considerable amount of 
attention dcving the past week. The Gene- 
ral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
met in Derry (for thé first time in fifty 
years) instead of Belfast, but its delibera- 
tions have been followed with the same 
interest by Presbyterians generally, and 
also by members of other ehurches. The 
new Moderator, Dr. Corkey, made a 
happy- reference to the connection estab- 
lished between Magee College, Derry, and 
Trinity College, Dublin. He pointed out 
that the large and increasing number of 
Presbyterian students at Trinity was 
strengthening ‘the bonds of friend- 
ship between the two great Protes- 
tant Churches, and creating a more sym- 
pathetic understanding ‘between North 
and South. The meeting of the Irish 
Technical Congress in Belfast this week, 
after a lapse of thirty years, also will 
do much to strengthen the feelings of 
good-will between North and South. Dur- 
ing the past nine years fourteen large 
new elementary schools have been built 


by the Education Authority—most of 
them with accommodation for 1,000 
pupils.

CONGRESS. ENDS.

HE proceedings of the Irish Technical 
T Education Association Congress were 

concluded in the Muticipal College of 
Technology, Belfast, to-day, Mr. B. P. Bowen 
(President) presiding. 

Mr. W, Algar, Manager of the Gaeltacht 
Industries Dépét, Dublin, read a paper on 
‘Industrial Development in the Gaeltacht,” 
in which he stated that to stand any chance 
of success the industries to be established 
in the Gaeltacht must be such as the people 
could carry on in their own homes or in their 
immediate vicinity. it was only when par- 
ticular industries had been selected, and inte 
formulated for preduction and marketing, 
that the question of educating the workers 
arose. The kelp industry provided an 
especially interesting example of what could 
be done by technical education. In recent 
years its development was undertaken by the 
Department of Lands and Fisheries, itinerant 
instructors were appointed, with the result 
that. the average iodine content rose from 
something in the neighbourhood of .5 per 
cent to .63 per cent in 1930, .695 per cent, in 
1931, and to .796 per cent. in 1952, with 
equivalent increases in the value of the pro- 
duct. in the same years the numbers of 
people working under the scheme were 1,400, 
1,525 and 1,771. © 

In the carrageen industry also, co-operative 
purchase and centralised marketing had been 
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instituted with a view to improving the price | of t 


readymade clothing, and the manufacture of 
socks, suspenders, boots and shoes. Many oí 
the industries to which reference had been 
inacde were of long standing.

Mr. Meyerstein has something to say, 
but he would have done better to have 
said it in prose; for his verse style is 
neither amusing nor satirical. Contem- 
porary problems cannot be tackled in 


this medium unless the writer is a master 


of ingenious rhymes and flexible metres 
such as Mr. Humbert Wolfe has shown 
himself to be in “ The Uncelestial City.” 
‘“‘Symphonies;’’ on the contrary, has ab- 
solutely no tonal quality, the author’s 
deliberate “formal plan” of symphony 
technique being as remote from music as 
it possibly could be.

and to infuse it into an entirely different 
medium, Its plausibility may, be denied 
by wstheticians. in whose despite Mr.

phrase sculpture into poetry. e re- 


sult is a sterile objectivism, as devoid 
of eniotion as “the stones themselves. 
Apart, however, from the fact that Mr. 
Sitwell’s style is inclined to over- 
ornamentation where there really is no 
ornament, the sensuous imagery of these 
somewhat lengthy “' torsos’’ cannot fail 
to please his devotees, while serving, at 
least, as a more highly cultured intro- 
duction to art treasures in the world’s 
museums and galleries than the official 
guide books.

for he gives a most vivid and lucid account 


of the Sepoy rebellion. To many readers 


‘* Bengal Mutiny ’’ will administer some- 
what of a shock. Numbers of them have 
laboured under the impression that all the 
massactes which took place in India in 
the year '57 were massacres of Juckless 
Europeans by the natives. Mr. Danger- 
field repeats the tales of these horrors, but 


he also tells of slaughters committed by 
the British soldiers in their thirst for ven- 
geance. Another point which will strike his 


readers is the criminal negligence of the 
East India Company in its control of India 
and its more than criminal neglect to take 
proper precautions for the safety of those 
dependent on it.
